A SHARP VETO MESSAGE. 
i A WEEK'S NEWS CONDENSED, 


Sovornor Hastings Rebukes a Con- 


current T.ie>rlHlutlve lie-solution. 


Harrisburg, June 8.—Governor Hast- 


ings sent to the senate last night with- 
out his approval the concurrent resolu- 
tion requesting him to state what new 
subjects of taxation he has to recom- 
mend to the general assembly to In- 
crease the revenues. The executive re- 
minds the legislature that If in its duty 
It deems It necessary to pass additional 
revenue laws there Is no duty resting 
upon him to name the subjects for tax- 
ation. As it Is the fundamental law of 
tho commonwealth that all bills for 
raising revenue shall originate in the 
house of representatives, it would be 
contrary not only to the letter, but 
also to the spirit of the constitution 
that all bills should originate with the 
executive. 


"J am not aware," Governor Hast- 


ings adds, " that at any time in Uso 
past has the executive been called uoc:i 
by the general assembly to take part 
in legislation, and the resolution under 
consideration has, therefore, 
neither 


precedent nor authority of law upon 
which to stand. 


"Your honorable bodies were furnish- 


ed by me more than five months ago 
with a detailed estimate of the probable 
revenues during the next two fiscal 
years, and were advised at the same 
time that appropriations would not be 
approved In excess of the estimates so 
made unless additional revenues were 
provided. During the period that you 
have been in session but one revenue 
measure has reached me, commonly 
known as 'the direct Inheritance tax 
bill.' The amount that will probably 
be realized from this measure will be 
$1,000,000 per annum. 


"At this time, when almost all Indus- 


tries are suffering, when trade la stag- 
nant and when willing labor can find 
no employment, economy In the expen- 
diture of public moneys should control 
the'g-eneral assembly in its appropria- 
tions, and will certainly control the 
executive in the consideration of all 
measures. When the individual citi-

During the period that you 
have been In session but one revenue 
measure has reached me, commonly 
known as #tho direct inheritance tax 
bill/ The amount that will probably 
be realized from this measure wiil be 
$1,000,000 per annum. 


MxVt this time, when almost all indus­ 
tries are suffering, when trade is stag­ 
nant and when willing labor can find 
no employment, economy in the expen- 
• diture of public moneys should control 
theVoneral assembly in its appropria­ 
tions, and will certainly control the 
executive in the consideration of all 
measures. When the individual citi­ 
zen finds it necessary to exercise tho 
most rigid economy in order to support 
himself and his family it Is' certainly a 
strong admonition to you and to the 
executive to see to It thlfc his burdens 
should not be Increased, but as far as 
possible should be lessened.

urge upon your honorable bodies the 
curtailment of expenses of this char­ 
acter/* 


The governor also urges an early ad­ 
journment of the legislature, and states 
that there will be a deficiency on Nov.

The Polar Snow Cap of Mars. 


We have received the following infor- 


matioa from America: "A telegram re- 
ceived at Harvard Observatory on Jan. 
11 from Lowell Observatory, now locat- 
ed near the City of Mexico, says that a 
rift has been observed since Jan. 7 In 
the north polar cap of Mars in longitude 
40." 
This "rift" is probably similar to 


those observed at the opposition of 
1894, in the southern cap. Prof. W. H. 
Pickering, with, a six-inch telescope, 
fouud one in May 22, crossing the cap 
from longitude 330 to 170. This grew 
considerable in size, measurements 
made on June G and 15 indicating a 
width of 100 and 350 miles respective- 
ly. Mr. Douglass also during the same 
month, June 10, detected a second and 
third rift, the latter running from longi- 
tude 170 to 90. The sequence" of phe- 
nomena observed sems to indicate that 
they are due to the lower levels at the 
poles being uncovered; in this way, as 
the snow melts, the bare ground is ex- 
posed, appearing dark in contrast to 
the snow still lying on the more elevat- 
ed heights. Their broadening is then 
a natural result of the departing snow, 
and indicates that the polar cap is at 
that time in a far advanced state of dis- 
integration.—Nature.

Tho Polar Snow Cap o f Mara. 


We have received the following infor­ 
mation from America: “A telegram re­ 
ceived at Harvard Observatory on Jan. 
II from Lowell Observatory, now locat­ 
ed near the City of Mexico, says that a 
rift has been observed since Jan. 7 in 
the north polar cap of Mars in longitude 
40.” This “rift” is probably similar to 
those observed at the opposition of 
1S94, in the southern cap. Prof. W. H. 
Pickering, with a six-inch telescope, 
found one in May 22, crossing the cap 
from longitude 330 to 170. This grew 
considerable in size, measurements 
made on June G and 15 indicating a 
width of 100 aud 350 miles respective­ 
ly. Mr. Douglass also during the same 
mouth, June 20, detected a second and 
third rift, the lattor running from longi­ 
tude 170 to 90. The sequence* of phe- 
uomenaobserved seras to indicate that 
they are due to the lower levels at the 
poles being uncovered; in this way, as 
the snow melts, the bare ground is ex­ 
posed, appearing dark in contrast io 
the snow still lying on the more elevat­ 
ed heights. Their broadening is then 
a natural result of the departing snow, 
and indicates that the polar cap is at 
that time in a far advanced state of dis­ 
integration.—Nature.

Yet if the Vendish 
tongue disappears the names of places 
Tvill toll tbe tale, even as such names 
in Brandenburg and Saxony still do. 
Dresden, Leipzig, there are Vendish 
words—or call them Slavic, with the 
broader term that now means the race.

The New Game Laws. 


Governor Hastings has approved the 


game bill introduced last March by 
Representative Frank G. Harris, of 
Clearfield county. 
Gentlemen well 


versed in all matters relating to the 
subject of game claims that this is one 
of the best measures for the protection 
of game in the United States. This 
bill represents the joint labors of the 
State Sportsmen's Association (with a 
membership of upwards of 8,000 per- 
sons), and the board of game commis- 
sioners. 


The bill, which has just received the 


Governor's approval, will do away with 
the nefarious trade of pot-hunters, 
snarers, as well as the murderous occu- 
pation of the hat-bird hunter, whose 
business has been made possible by the 
vanity ot lovely women. 


The use of ferrets is common in a 


good many localities in Pennsylvan ia 
but this pactice will have to be stop- 
ped, as a man now found with a ferret 
in his possession when hunting rabbits 
will be liable to severe fines. 


As there have been numerous com- 


plaints in past years about the great 
destruction of nests and eggs of game 
birds by men who claim to hold per- 
mits for collecting for scientific pur- 
poses, the framers of this new bill pro- 
poses to stop this and the law has been 
so framed that the game commission 
cannot, even ii they so desired, give a 
permit which will enable any persons 
to collect game birds or their nests and 
eggs out of season. 


The framers of the bill originally 


tried to establish a uniform season for 
the taking of all game, but in view of 
the fact that there were so many di- 
verse opinions among the sportsmen as 
to the wisdom of this feature it was 
abandoned. Under this new bill, wood- 
cock can be taken in the month of 
July and from October 15 to December 
i5th, inclusive; deer in the month of 
November; rabbits from November 
ist to 
December 
15th, inclusive. 


The seasons, so far as they relate to 
wild ducks, reed birds, snipes, plover, 
doves and wild pigeons, are the same 
as under the old laws. 
Pheasants, 


squirrels, quail and wild turkeys can 
be legally taken from October i5th to 
December i5th. Mongolian or En- 
glish pheasants, which have been intro- 
duced in a few of the localities with a 
view of naturalization, cannot be kill- 
ed for a period of five years. 


To prevent the professional hunter 


and market shooter from slaughtering 
great quantities of game in a limited 
time a limitation has been placed on 
the number of birds, etc., which a gun- 
ner can kill in a day, as follows: Wood- 
cock and pheasants, 10; quail, 15; wild 
tuikeys, 2; and no person is allowed to 
kill more than two deer in any one 
season. 


Shooting in Carroll County- 
A difficulty occurred between Dr. 


Louis Haley and Charles Buckingham, 
of Winfield, Freedom District, Carroll 
county, Friday morning, in which 
Buckingham was shot in the left arm 
and breast. 
Buckingham is a road 


supervisor and was working on the 
road in front of Dr. Haley's residence. 
Dr. Haley had placed some stones in 
the road for the purpose of making a 
better entrance to his premises. He 
requested that the stones should not 
be taken away, but his request was not 
heeded, and an altercation occurred, 
during which Dr. Haley fired two 
shots from a revolver, both of which 
struck Buckingham. 
Dr. Haley says 


that he acted in self-defense. 
Buck- 


ingham's wounds are serious. 
One 


bullet lodged in the left arm below the 
elbow and the other in the breast, just 
above the heart, glanced upward and 
passed out at the top of his shoulder. 


'Protected by the Law. 


On May pth, William St. Clair, of 


Lower Chanceford, York county, shot 
a stray homing pigeon belonging to F. 
W. Kottcamp, of York. 
Mr. Kott- 


camp entered suit before Alderman 
May against St. Clair, but the case was 
settled before the hearing took place by 
St. Clair paying #5 for the bird and 
costs of prosecution, the whole amount- 
ing to $19.60. The bird was drinking 
water from a trough in the barnyard 
when St. Clair shot it. The accused 
admitted the charges, but said he did 
not know of any law protecting the 
homer. 


Additional Inheritance Tax. 
An Act of Assembly just approved 


makes personal estates of decedents 
liable to a collateral inheritance tax 
of two per cent, where the value of 
such personal property after deducting 
debts and expenses, amounts to over 
$5,000. It applies to the estates of 
persons heretofore deceased where actu- 
al distribution has not taken place. 


<Dr. Swallow Nominated. 


The Prohibition State Convention at 


Altoona Friday nominated Rev. Dr. 
S. C. Swallow lor State Treasxrer, 
and adopted a platform denouncing 
extravagant 
expenditures of public 


hinds and condemned the present sys- 
tem of depositing the money in the 
Treasury. W. W. Lothroji, of Lacka- 
wanna, was named for auditor-General. 


Inheritance Tax not Legal. 
At Philadelphia, Judge Hanna, of 


the Orphans' Court, in adjudicating 
the estate of George Blight, decided 
that the new direct inheritance tax 
law is unconstitutional. The law was 
passed by the Legislature as a revenue 
measure and was e> peeled to add be- 
tween $600,000 and $1,000,000 annu- 
ally lo the revenues of the Slate. The 
question will probably be carried to 
the Supreme Court lor a final decision. 


The cold and damp weather of the 


past few weeks has been very ruuch 
against the growing crops, paiticalarly 
corn, a great deal ot which did not 
come up, causing the entire replanting 
of low fields.

In spito of almost constantly 
decreasing prices of farm products, 
during the past twenty years he has 
by this means paid all but one-tenth 
of the original debt, and yet his estates 
are not us well bituated as regards 
markets as are many farms near Lon­ 
don that are practically abandoned. 
AVhile conditions aro entirely different 
in America, it is true thut thousands 
of farmers in this country have, on a 
smaller scale, by prudent management, 
paid for their larms and are to-day 
comfortably well fixed, as the result 
of good farming and good business 
methods during the past ten or twenty 
years of increasing competition, lower 
prices and readjustment of rapidly 
changiug conditions

AGRICULTURAL TOPICS, 


SMALL FARMS 
PAY THE BEST*

WASH UDDERS BEFORE MILKING. 


Washing udders before milking is 
a good practice when not carried too 
far. 
Nine cases out of ten, when cows 
are not stabled, their udders will nqt 
need any more cleaning than brushing 
with hand or clean cloth.

PHOSPHATE FOR TIMOTHY. 


The wheat plant 
b e lo n g s to tho 
family of grasses, and all these need 
phosphate to perfect their seeds, as 
well as for tho general welfare of tho 
plant. Whenever timothy is sown with 
any graiu, especially in the fall, no 
small part of the phosphate used for 
the grain crop goes into tho subse­ 
quent crop of grass. 
The grain may 
retard the timothy growth the first 
fear, but the phosphate will show in 
the growth of grass for several seasonF. 
Timothy roots do not run far. 
When 
the phosphate is applied with the drill, 
as it always should be,the grass growth 
prill show the drill mark as long as tho 
'and remains seeded.—Americau Cul­ 
tivator, 


Mrr*K AS A FERTILISER 


“ In reply to the question, “ Can I 
use well rotted muck for the bulky 
portion of a fertilizer by mixing tho 
chemicals that go to make up a fertil­ 
izer? 
In what proportion should I 
use and where shall I obtaiu the chem­ 
icals?” Professor Amsby, of tho Penn­ 
sylvania 
experimental 
station, 
in 
National Stockman, says: 


Well rotted muck, especially if fair­ 
ly dry and fine would be a very suit­ 
able material to act as a filler for 
home-mixed fertilizers. 
It 
i3 
im­ 
portant that it should be fine, in order 
that it may be intimately mixed with 
the fertilizers and that tho mixture 
may be evenly 
distributed in tho 
field. 


It is not possible to answer the lat^ 
ter portion of the query. 
The proper 
proportion of ingredients will depend 
both upon the crop to be fed and upon 
the supply of plant food already avail­ 
able in the soil in which it is to be 
grown. 
Asking 
what 
proportions 
should be used without information on 
these points is like asking what pro­ 
portions of wood, stone lumber and 
nails should be used to build a house 
without specifying size or style of 
house. Usually tho only practical way 
to ascertain the needs of one’s farm 
for fertilizing material is by actual 
trial on a small scale, with the crop to 
be grown, using different fertilizer 
chemicals. 


TURKEYS AND DUCKS. 


The turkey is the most industrious 
forager of all the poultry family. 
They pick up the greater portion of 
their food when given the range of 
the farm,and when insects are plentiful 
they do no damage to the standing 
grain. 
Careful observers state, says 
an expert, the benefits the flock of 
turkeys do by destroying the grass­ 
hoppers and other insects injurious to 
the farm crops 1 moro than offsets the 
amount of gram they eat. 
The far­ 
mer should know that the difference 
in the largo and small breed is an im­ 
portant matter, and keep nothing but 
the improved breeds, thus bringing 
tho cost of x^oduction down to the 
lowest sum, when compared to tho 
old fogy who thinks a “ turkoy is a 
turkey anyhow.” 


Ducks can stand tho cold fairly 
well, and any kind of a building will 
servo for a flock of ducks in winter, 
but they should have board floors 
covered with dry straw, or, if they 
can be procured, leaves from the for­ 
est are to bo preferred, 
Ducks must 
have a dry place at night, as they aro 
soon injured by dampness. 
They aro 
sure to dio of leg weariness and rheu* 
matism if kept on damp floors. 


Keep the hens in health by making 
them scratch all grain fed out of straw 
and chair. 
A few inches of straw on 
the floor to cause them to exercise 
beats* all the medicines and condiments 
known to the poultry fraternity,— 
Farm, Field'and Fireside.

ly. Mr. Douglass also during the same 
mouth, June 10, detected a second and 
third rift, the lattpr running from longi- 
tude 170 to 90. 
The sequence'of phe- 
uomenaobsGrvcd sems to indicate that 
thpy are due to the lower levels at the 
poles being uncovered; in this way, as 
the snow melts, tho bare ground is ex- 
posed, appearing dark in contrast to 
the snow still lying on tho more elevat- 
ed heights. 
Their broadening is then 
a natural result of the dcj^arting snow, 
and indicates that the polar cap is at 
that time in a far advanced state of dis- 
integration.—Xature.

The New Game Laws, 


Governor Hastings has approved the 
game bill introduced last March by 
Representative Frank G. Harris, of 
Clearfield county. 
Gentlemen well 
versed in all matters relating to the 
subject of game claims that this is one 
of the best measures for the protection 
of gatne in the United States. 
This 
bill represents the joint labors of the 
State Sportsmen's Association (with a 
membership of upwards of 8,000 i>er- 
sons), and the board of game commis- 
sioners. 


The bill, which has just received the 
Governor's approval, will do away with 
the nefarious trade 
of 
pot-hunters, 
snarers, as well as the murderous occu- 
pation of the hat-bird hunter, whose 
business has been made possible by the 
vanity ot lovely women. 


The use of ferrets is common in a 
good many localities in Pennsylvan ia 
but this pactice will have to be stop- 
l^ed, as a man now found with a ferret 
in his possession when hunting rabbits 
will be liable to severe fines. 


As there have been numerous com- 
plaints in past years about the great 
destruction of nests and eggs of game 
birds by men who claim to hold per- 
mits for collecting for scientific pur- 
poses, the framers of this new bill pro- 
poses to stop this and the law has been 
so framed that the game commission 
cannot, even if they so desired, give a 
permit which will enable any persons 
to collect game birds or their nests and 
eggs out of season. 


The framers of the bill originally 
tried to establish a uniform season for 
the taking of all game, but in view of 
the fact that there were so many di- 
verse opinions among the sportsmen as 
to the wisdom of this feature it was 
abandoned. Under this new bill, wood- 
cock can bt taken in the month of 
July and from October 15 to December 
15th, inclusive; deer in the month of 
November; 
rabbits 
from 
November 
ist 
to 
December 
15th, 
inclusive. 
The seasons, so far as they relate to 
wild ducks, reed birds, snipes, plover, 
doves and wild pigeons, are the same 
as under the old laws. 
Pheasants, 
squirrels, quail and wild turkeys can 
be legally taken from October 15th to 
December 15th. 
Mongolian or En- 
glish pheasants, which have been intro- 
duced m a few of the localities with a 
view of naturalization, cannot be kill- 
ed for a period of five years. 


To prevent the professional hunter 
and market shooter from slaughtering 
great quantities oi game in a limited 
time a limitation has been placed on 
the number of birds, etc., which a gun- 
ner can kill in a day, as follows: Wood- 
cock and pheasants, loj quail, 15; wild 
tuikeys, 2; and no person is allowed to 
kill more than two deer in any one 
season. 


Shooting in Carroll County* 


A difficulty occurred between

be taken away, but his request was not 
heeded, and an altercation occurred, 
during which Dr. 
Haley fired 
two 
shots from a revolver, both of which 
struck Buckmgham. 
Dr. Haley says 
that he acted in self-defense. 
Buck- 
ingham's wounds are serious. 
One 
bullet lodged in the left arm below the 
elbow and the other in the breast, just 
above the heart, glanced Upward and 
passed out at the top of his shoulder.

On May 9th, William St. Clair, of 
Lower Chanceford, York county, shot 
a stray homing pigeon belonging to F. 
W. Kottcamp, of York. 
Mr. Kott- 
camp entered suit before Alderman 
May against St. Clair, but the case was 
settled before the hearing took place by 
St. Clair paying $5 for the bird and 
costs of prosecution, the whole amount- 
ing to ^19,60. 
The bird was drinking 
water from a trough m the barnyard 
when St. Clair shot it. 
The accused 
admitted the charges, but said he did 
not know of any law protecting the 
homer. 


Additional Inheritance 
Tax. 


An Act of Assembly just approved 
makes personal estates of 
decedents 
liable to a collateral inheritance tax 
of two per cent, where the value of 
such personal property after deducting 
debts and exi:>enses, amounts to over 
555,000, 
It applies to the estates of 
persons heretofore deceased where actu- 
al distribution has not taken place.

About the Spices. 


Jamaica has the allspice which gets 
the credit of taking the place of many 
different spices ; South America re- 
joices in the chile, which is used in 
great quantities.

been known from the most remote 
time.

Malabar coast of India furnishes the 
natives with cardamom, and mustard 
comes from the East Indies. 


The típice Islands havo given the 
world few things more popular than 
the dried buds of a tree smoked and 
dried in the sun, named in Latin, 
from their resemblance to a nail, 
clavus, and called by us cloves. 
In 
tho same group of islands a s nail col- 
lection of islands are planted entirely 
in nutmeg trees. Caraway comes from 
the northern and central jjarts of Eu- 
rope and Asia, is used as liavoring in 
cooking and drinks, in cheese, cakes 
and bread. 
Sweet marjoram, native 
to Portugal, and capers 
originally 
grew wild in Greece and Northern 
Africa. 
Asafoetida, which has an un- 
savory reputation among us, is highly 
prized as a condiment in Persia and 
India and is used in France. 


Sugar, which we class among the 
indispensables, was wholly unknown 
among the ancient nations, and for 
that reason they used honey as we use 
sugar.

PKOSPHATE FOK TIJIOTHV. 


The wheat plant 
belongs to 
tbo 
family of grasaes, and all these need 
phos^jhate to perfect their seeds, as 
well as for tho general welfare of tho 
plant. Whenever timothy is sown with 
any grain, especially in the fall, no 
small part of the phosphate used for 
the grain crop goes into tho subse- 
lucnt crop of grass. 
The grain may 
retard the timothy growth the first 
fear, but the phosphate will show in 
the growth oi grass for several seaRons. 
rimothy roots do not run far. 
When 
the phosphate is applied with the drill, 
as it always should be,the grass growth 
will show the drU mark as long as tho 
'and remains seeded.—American Cul- 
tivator. 


MIVK AS A FEKTIIilCEIi. 


"In reply to the question, "Can I 
use well rotted muck for the bulky 
portion of a fertilizer by mixing tho 
chemicals that go to make up a fertil- 
izer? 
In what proportion should I 
use and where shall I obtain the chcm- 
icals?" Professor Amsby, of the Penn- 
sylvania 
esperimeutal 
station, 
in 
National Stockman, says: 


Well rotted muck, especially if fair- 
ly dry and line would be a very suit- 
able material to act as a filler for 
home-mixed fertilizers. 
It 
is 
im- 
portant that it should be fine, in order 
that it may be intimately mixed with 
the fertilizers and that the mixture 
may be evenly 
distributed 
in 
tho 
field. 


It is not possible to answer the ItiU 
ter portion of the query. 
The proper 
proportion of ingredients will depend 
both upon the crop to be fed and upon 
the supply of plant food already avail- 
able in the soil in which it is to be 
grown. 
Asking 
what 
¡proportions 
should be used without information on 
these points is like asking what pro- 
portions of wood, stone lumber and 
nails should be used to build a house 
without specifying size or style of 
house. Usually the only practical way 
to ascertain tho needs of one's farm 
for fertilizing material is by actual 
trial on a small scale, v/it'h the crop to 
be grown, using different fertilizer 
chemicals. 


TURKEYS AND DUCKS. 


The turkey is tho most industrious 
forager of all the poultry 
family. 
They pick up tho greater portion of 
their food when given the range of 
the farmland when insects are plentiful 
they do no damage to the standing 
grain. 
Careful observers state, says 
an espert, the benefits the flock of 
turkeys do by destroying the grass- 
hoppers and other insects injurious to 
the farm crops i moro than olTsets the 
amount of gram they eat. 
The far- 
mer should know that the difference 
in the large and small breed is an im- 
portant matter, and keep nothing but 
the improved breeds, thus bringing 
the cost of production down to the 
lowest sum, when compared to tho 
old fogy who thinks a '^turkey is a 
turkey anyhow." 


Ducks can stand tho cold fairly 
well, and any kind of a building will 
servo for a flock of ducks in winter, 
but they should have board floors 
covered with dry straw, or, if they 
can be procured, leaves from the for- 
est are to be preferred. 
Ducks must 
have a dry place at night, as they are 
soon injured by dampness. 
They are 
sure to die of leg weariness and rheu* 
matism if kept on damp floors. 


Keep the hens in health by making 
them scratch all gram fed out of straw 
and chair. 
A few inches of straw on 
the floor to cause them to esercise
